Washington, March 1.—Convinced 
that for the present their labors to 
break the peace treaty deadlock are 
a waste of time, senate 
moved today to get the treaty out 
of the way of pressing legislation 
and to let the issues raised by the 
ratification fight go into the polit- 
ical campaign for decisions. 

Under the plan agreed to and ap- 
parently acquiesced in by all ele- 
ments of both parties, compromise 
negotiations onthe crucial reserva- 
tion to Article X. are to be dropped, 
re-adoption of the republican reser- 
vation program of tast session ifs to 
be completed as a formality, and 
then a final ratification vote is to 


the senate and into the campaign. 

Some ‘senators predicted tonight 
the .final vote, which it is conceded 
on both sides will. record another 
failure to ratify, would come.within 
the. next three days. Among most 
of the leaders, however, the predic- 
tion was the smouldering debate 
would take at least the remainder 
of the week to Durn itself out in 
spite of general co-operation to keep 
it sharply under controi. 

Democrats to Block. 

The decision to hasten actfn was 
reached when the republican lead- 
ers, convinced the democrats would

Monday a Busy Day. 

Monday was a busy day with raibk 
road officials.

By 4-to-3 Decision the 
Court Rejects the Plea 
of Government for Dis- 
solution of Trust. 


GOVERNMENT ROUTED 
ON ALL CONTENTIONS 


'In Rendering the Dissent- 
ing Opinion Justice Day 


Holds That the Majority 
Decision Annuls Sher- 
‘man Anti-Trust Law. 


Washington, March 1.—lIn a four- 


to-three decision, the supreme court 
today refused to dissolve the United 


: States Steel corporation and its nu- 


| 


merous subsidiaries comprising the 
+80-Called “steel trust.” 

The government’s long-fought suit 
for dissolution of the iron and steel 
trade combination for alleged vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law was dismissed, with absolu- 
tion for the corporation from all ex- 
isting charges. : 

Placing the high court’s “o. k.” 
on the steel corporation were Chief 
Jusitce White and Associate Jus- 
tices McKenna, whe announced the 
majority opinion; Holmes and Van 
Devanter. Justice Day gave the 
dissenting opjnion, which Was join- 
‘ed. by Justices Pitney and Clarke, 
Justices McReynolds and Brandeis 
took no part, the former having 
been attornéy general during the 
litigation and the latter having ex- 
pressed opinions regarding it be- 
fore appointment.to the bench.’ 

Primarily the decree officially 
‘brands the steel corporation as a 
“good” combination, with its legal- 
ity established. 

Further, the court held that mere 
size, bigness of preponderance in 
industry of corporate combinatioffs 
is not alone suffilcegt cause for 
their dissolution. 

FPar-Reaching Interpretation. 

The court also gave a new and 
far-reaching judicial interpretation 
of application of the Sherman law, 
analogous to ‘its famous “rule of 
reason” in the Stagdard Oil and To- 
bacco “trust’ cases, by declaring 
public interest must be considered 
in applying the law. The public 
interest, it was held, would not be 
served and might be injured by 
dissolving the steel concern. 

Dissolution of the corporation and 
its principal subsidiaries was urged 
in the spirited dissenting opinion. 
The mnority declared the ant-trust 
law was violated in its organiza- 
tion; that there has been “open, 
notorious and continued violations 
of its provisions” and that ap- 
proval of illegally-born combina- 
tions “would practieally annul the 
Sherman law by judicial decree.’ 

Agreeing mere size of a corpora- 
tion, providing its genesis is legal, 
it is not inhibited, the minority 
vigorously disapproved the new 
Sherman law ruling requiring judi- 
cial consideration of the public in- 
terest. Such a conclusion, the dis- 
senters declared, “necessarily ‘re- 
sults in a practical nullification of 
the act itself.” 

The decision was a complete vic- 
tory for the steel corporation and 
its 189 subsidiaries, said to com- 
pose the world’s gretest indus- 
trial combination, with assets of 
more than two Dillion dollars. It 
also dismissed proceedings against 
a@ score of millionaire individual 
defendants, including Chairman E, 
H. Gary, of the steel corporation; 
Charles M. Schwab; John D. Rocke- 
feller, the late J. P. Morgan, An- 
drew Carnegie, Henry C. Frick and 
pthers. Against these the govern- 
ment had asked injunctions against* 
illegal -acts. . 

Utter Rout fer Government. 

Also the decree of dismissa) 
marked utter rout for the govern- 
meént.in its suit, which was begun 
in 1911 in the New Jersey federal 
court and which has been one of 
the longest, most voluminous and 
most costly proceedings in supreme 
court annals. The case, the records 
of which filled a small room, was 
twice argued in the high court, in 
March 1917, and again last October. 
A truce, suspending action during 
the war was agreed upon in 1918. 

Although today’s decree leaves 
the government free ‘to bring new 
proceedings against the corpora- 
tion for specific and present prac- 
tices deemed in comflict with the 
anti-trust law, department of jus- 
tice official tonight declared no 
thought of further action had been 
considered. Pending study of the 
opinions, Attorney General Palmer 
and other department officials 
withheld comment.

Location of the proposed. public 
comfort station was settled upon 
through the’ adoption by council of 
a resolution designating its erection 
on the lot owned by the city con- 
tiguous to the northeast corner of 
the city hall, between Forsyth and 
Fairlie streets. The city and’ county 
have each appropriated $15,000 for 
the building. 7

tion was launched some three years 
ago by W. H. Johnson, of the fifth 
ward, who was then a member of 
council. Recently the project has 
been vigorously pushed by Robert 
H. Jones, Jr., chairman of the pub- 
lic improvements committee of 
council, Plans have been drawn and 
erection is expected to begin within 
a short time. 

A resolution introduced by the 
board of firémasters. was adopted 
providing for the sale of No. 4 fire 
station at 87 North Pryor street, 
and use of the proceeds to purchase a 
more favorable location nearby, and 
the erection of a new building. This 
step was advocated bythe board of 
firemasters because of the greatly 
increased traffic on Pryor street, 
making ingress and egress at the 
station difficult of easy and quick 
accomplishment.

Washington, March 1.—Twenty- 
one states joined with the federal 
governmént today in asking the su- 
preme court to dismiss the original 
suit brought by Rhode Island to 
test the validity of the prohibition 
ameygdment to the constitution. 

Subscribing to a brief which was 
filed by Charles FE. Hughes with 
the court’s permission and which 
asked dismissal of the Rhode Island 
case on the grounds that no jus- 
ticiable questions were involved, 
were the states of Delaware, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Louisiana, In- 
diana, Alabama, Maine, Arkansas, 
Michigan, Florida, Oregon, Kansas, 
West . Virginia, Nevada, Nebraska, 
Montana, North Dakota, South Da- 


‘kota, Wyoming, Utah and Arizona. 


Dismissal of the suit, which the 
govefnment has moved, was op- 
posed tn another brief presented 
by Attorney Herbert A, Rice, of 
Rhode Island, who asserted that 
the government’s view that the 
amendment is “unassailable,” could 
“only lead to anarchy and oppres- 
sion.” 

Another development today in the 
proceedings was indefinite post- 
ponement, by permission of the 
court, of arguments which were to 
have been heard next Monday, in 
order to permit appeals from Ken- 
tucky and Massachusetts, involving 
the amendment’s validity, to be 
heard at the same time.

mer’s announcement that he would 
be a candidate for president and that 
he would appreciate the suffrage of 
Georgia democrats, Secretary Hiram 
L. Gardner, of the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, said that he had 
not received any message from Mr. 
Palmer as yet, but that he had a 
petition from Hazlehurst, headed by 
Judge 8S. D. Dell and signed by more 
than a hundred democrats, asking 
that Mr. Palmer’s name be placed 
upon the democratic ticket. 

He declared that Mr. Palmer's 
name would certainly be placed on 
the ticket ag requested. Other dem- 
ocrats who have been given a place 
on the ticket are Robert Lansing, 
former secretary of state; W. G. Mc- 
Adoo, former Speaker Champ Clark 
and Governor Edward I. Edwards, of 
New Jersey. The name of Herbert 
Hoover has not been put on the tick- 
et by the committee on his own 
declaration that he had never been 
and was not now a democrat. 

The petition for Governor Edwards 
came from Macon and was headed by 
Roland Ellis, the well-known attor- 
ney and former member of the gen- 
eral assembly.

Washington, March 1.—Orders is- 
sued by the Mexican government 
that Americans who testify hefore 
congressional committees investigat- 
ing the Mexican situation shall not

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RAILWAYS RUN 


I. C.. Commfssion Ex- 
plains Rights and Priv- 
ileges Accorded Carriers. 
Hines Clearing Up 
‘Debris of U. S. Control. 


Washington, March 1.—Railroads 
of the country, operating for the 
first time in twenty-six months un- 
der their own management, 
formally notified today by the in- 
terstate commerce ‘commission of 
the new powers delegated to that 
body and of the rights and privi- 
leges accorded the carriers by the 
new railroad law. 

The commission’s announcement 
explained that provisions of the law 
against rate reductions prior to 
September 1 without the commis- 
sion’s approval were mandatory, 
but that changes in rate regula- 
tions, classifications and practices 
in which a decision had been en- 
tered by the commission, would be 
effective on the date designated. All 
changes in rates and classifications 
effective prior to today will stand, 
the statement said.. 

. Control Passed at Midnight. 

With the passing at midnight of 
the operating division of the United 
States railroad administration the 
230 lines that were merged into 
what was practically one gigantic 
system again came under control of 
private interests, free to operate in 
competition as of old. The transfer 
from government to private control 
was without incident and there was 
nothing to indicate to the traveling 
public that there had been a change. 

Of the staff of directors and ex- 
ecutives who controlled the roads 
during government operation’ Dj- 
rector General Hines alone remaiN®s. 
He will have no authority. in direct- 
ing the operation of the systems 
and remains simply to clear up mat- 
ters left pending when the govern- 
ment relinquished control. These 
include. thousands of claims, con- 
tracts and grievances yet to be set- 
tled and among which are eighty- 
three compensation contracts with 
various roads which still are the 
subject of negotiations.

It con- 
tends that It is the duty of the court, 
to keep congress in its amendments 
to the constitution “within the scope 
and jurisdiction of federal author- 
ity” and “maintain that lin of di- 
vision between federal and atate’ 
powers” which has “for so many 
years insured the harmonious op- 
eration of our dual system of gov- 
ernment—ordained and established | 
as ‘perpetual.’ ” 

The theory of the government “is | 
so subversive of fundamental prin- | 
ciples that its acceptance would | 
bring about a constitutional revolu- | 
tion,”’ continues the brief. 

Sovereignty of Officials. 

“It would convert the sovereignty 
of the people into a sovereignty of | 
officials. It would endanger civil | 
liberty and those innumerable righ:-s | 
that have been inherited from the 
common law since the time of Mag- 
na Charta. Under its application the 
boundary established by the ¢onsti- 
tution between federal and state 
authority could be shifted at will, 


political cowardice or expediency. 
In fact, all power might be absorbed 
by the federal government and the 
states become dependencies, states 
only in name, for the mere purpose | 
of having equal representation in 
the senate.” 

The brief declares that Article V 
of the constitution, relating to 
amendments, only provides for the 
“correction of errors committed in 
framing the constitution” and that 
the amendment functions of con- 
gress are limited. 

The proposal of the eighteenth 
amendment “‘to the states,” the brief 
asserts, is unconstitutional, “and is 
a revolutionary proceeding.” Her - 
tofore, it is stated, congress has 
proposed amendments “to the legis- 
latures of the several states.” 

Departure from Practice. 

“The different course which was 
pursued in this instance was adopt- 
ed understandingly and with a pur- 
pose,’ continues the brief. “It was 
ecessary to depart from the prac- 
tice which had always heretofore 
obtained, in order to carry out the 
new constitutional doctrine, that the 
word amendment ‘in Article V in- 
cludes proposals covering the whole 
field of absolute sovereignty. In the 
proposal of the so-called amend- 
ment neither a power nora subject 
matter within the scope of the fed- 
eral constitution was dealt with. On 
the contrary, the power involved re- 
sided in the sovereign people of the 
respective states and in them exclu- 
sively. It was necessary, therefore, 
in order to obtain a surrender of 
such power to propose the so-called 
amendment to those who pc - 
sessed it. 

“Recognizing the necessity, con- 
gress made the proposal of the so- 


called amendment to the respective 
states, that is, to the sovereign peo- 


a submission of the proposal to the 
states is nowhere recognized by the 
federal constitution and is a revo- 
lutionary proceeding. 

‘The antire procedure is revolu- 
tionary and without constitutional 
sanction. 

“Tt sunrpasses all understanding 
that congress while submitting the 
proposal ‘to the states’ declares that 
their legislatures shall,bind them. 
When, pray, did congress become 
the dictator over the sovereign peo- 
ple of a state with respect to their 
sovereign powers?

Badger and other members of the 
general board of the navy, appear- 
ing before the house naval commit- 
tee. 

Admiral) Badger urged that the 
next annual naval appropriation 
bill, carry a new btilding program, 
authorizing the building of two 
dreadnaughts, one battle cruiser, 
ten scout cruisers, four destroyers 
and six submarines, and other smatl 
craft. He did not estimate th ecost 
of this program or say how long 
it would take to complete the ves- 
sels.

Right of the States 
To Levy Income Taxes 
Sustained by Court 


and as a/§f 


Washington, March 1.—Right of 
the states to impose income taxes 
on nonresidents, provided they are 
in harmony with those imposed on 
residents, was upheld and defined 
today by the supreme court in two 
decisions. 

In a:case from Oklahoma, the 
court held that a state unquestion- 
ably had authority to levy income 
taxes against nonresidents on in- 
comes derived from property within 
the state. 

In a New York case, however, the 
court declared such taxés against 
nonresidents must not be discrimi- 
natory. 

The Oklahoma income tax law 
was sustained and the New York 
law was declared void insofar as it 
denies to nonresidents exemptions 
which are given New York citizens. 
Both opinions were given by Jus- 
tice Pitney, with Justice McRey- 
nolds dissenting in the New York 
case. In both suits were involved 
the exemptions, similar to the fed- 
eral income tax law, provided for 
married and single persons. 

Distinction between tre Oklahoma 
and New York laws, it appears, was 
that the Oklahoma law gives non- 
residents and citizens the same ex- 
emptions, while the New York law 
denies to nonresidents exemptions 
granted its own citizens. 

In the Oklahoma proceedings, 
Charles B. Shaffer, of Chicago, sued 
the state auditor to enjoin collec- 
tion of income taxes levied on in- 
come derived from Oklahoma oil 
wells. —~In the other case, Comp- 
troller Travis, of New York, was 
enjoined by the Yale and Towne 
Manufacturing company, having a 
plant in Connecticut, from collect- 
ing income taxes from its employees 
without giving them the exemptions 
given New York citizens under the 
New York law.

not legally be derived from con- 
spiracies, combinations or contracts 
in restraint of trade. To permit 
this would be to practically annu! 
the Sherman law by judicial de- 
cree.” 


For Congress, Not Courts. 


Contesting the majority’s inter- 
pretation .of .the law, the dissenters 
declared if changes are to be made 
in its construction or operation, con- 
gress, and not courts, should act. 

Both the holding corporation and 
its subsidiaries, the dissenting opin- 
ion declared, were organized in 
“plain violation” of the law and, un- 
der the majority decree, are made 
immune “because of some _ public 
reasons requiring such a conclusion.”

New York, March 1.—A decree by 
the United States supreme court 
dissolving the United States Stee] 
corporation would have been a “ca- 
lamity,” Elbert H. Gary, chairman 
of the corporation’s board of direc- 
tors, declared in a statemént issued 
here tonight. 

“It would seriously have interfered’ 
with industrial progress and pros- 
perity,”’ he said. “The decision, as 
made, will immeasurably add to the 
general feeling of confidence in the 
value of property and in the oppor- 
tunities of business enterprise. 

“The fact that a minority opinion 
indorsed by able judges was filed in 
the case, emphasizes the necessity, 
on the part of industrial managers, 
to observe the requirements of all | 
statutory provisions and to keep 
constantly in mind the rights and 
interests of the .public.

JUDGE HUMPHRIES 
DEPLORES CRIME 
WAVE IN ATLANTA 


In organizing the March term of 
the grand jury Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, of the criminal division of 
the ulton superior court, Monday 
deplored the crime wave that is 
swéeping Atlanta and also made an 
attack on the indeterminate sen-. 
tence law. The jury organized with ° 
the eleciion of Alderman J. R. Nut- 
ting as foreman, and, after hearing 
Judge Humphries, adjourned to meet 
again at 8 o’lock Friday afternoon. 

Judge Humphries declared that 
athe indeterminate sentence law does 
not result in sufficiently heavy pen- 
alties in large cities like Atlanta. 
He declaréd that while he was in 
favor of the law in that prisoners 
ara, given a certain number of years 
n ‘the penitentiary and a certain 
number under provisions of good be- 
havior, he found’ that criminals were 
inclined to take advantage of it in 
seeking light sentences. 

The law, he said, is effective in 
smailer communities, Where the 
criminals are known to the courts, 
but in large centers, like Atlanta, 
where offenders .come before the 
courts for trial with more or less 
frequency, he has found that instead 
of pleading guilty to the charges 
against them and receiving sentence 
from the judges under the indetér- 
miniate law, they seek jury trials, 
with the hope of getting off with 
lighter punishment. This causes ex- 
nense of jury trials, which could be 
avoided. 

The grand jury, Judge Humphries 
stated, returned 209 indictments in 
January, and, with the aid of Judge 
W. H. E. Searcy, of Griffin, who pre- 
sided in the emergency division, 206 
cases were disposed of by the court.

Mrs. Caroline Greenfield, a native 


of Atlanta, who has just returned to 
this country after spending eight 
months in the Holy Land, where she 
went as a volunteer worker for the 
Zionist Organization of America, 
made this statement in declaring 
that the housing problem is one of 
the first problems that the Zionists 
must solve in preparing Palestine to 
absorb. the hundreds of. thousands 
of Jews from all over the world, 
waiting for permission | emigrate 
and establish the Jewi national 
homeland. Mrs. Greenfield is a sis- 
ter of A. P. and M. P. Greenfield 
and Mrs, Joseph Leowus, prominent 
in Jewish circles in this city. 

“There is only one way in Which 
this problem can be met,” says Mrs, 
Greenfield. “That is by building 
large hotels in Jerusalem, Jaffa and 
nee and by constructing large 

en houses in Jerusalem and 

aifa. 

“The hotela may be under way 
by the end of thi&S year, because 
Palestine will then be open to tour- 
ists, who will come to the Holy Land 
in far greater. numbers than before 


th 
Seaifa, in the new Palestine, with 
its magnificent harbor, will be the 


Europe and will have, within the 
generation, almost a million inhabi- 
tants,” she declared. “The housing 
problem can only be met there and 
in Jerusalem by the building of 
apartment houses, not as large as 
our New York apartments, for they 
will have to be made of concrete and 
cement, owing to the scarcity of 
lumber. 

“With commercial and industrial 
life already stimulated in Palestiné, 
there is not a house to be had in 
any of the principal cities. The 
scarcity is so acute that the Arab 
landlords are demanding two years’ 
rent in advance, while before build- 
ing a new house, three years’ ad- 
vance rent is demanded, or enongh 
to furnish the capital necessary to 
build the house.” 

She has plans for the development 
of these industries, and will put 
them into operation when she re- 
turns to Palestine at the conclusion 
of the $10,000,000 Palestine resora- 
tion fund campaign. 

“There is no reason why the 
abundant fruits of. Palestine, the 
finest in the world, should not be 
used in jams and marmalades and 
exported to all parts of the world,” 
she continued. “Everyone in Pales- 
tine is fond of candy and large 
quantities are now imported from 
Egypt. Palestine could easily manh- 
ufacture candy on a large scale. The 
launching of these two industries 
would give employment to thou- 
sands of women. 

“The sanitary work of the Amerl- 
can Zionist Medical unit has so im- 
pressed the population with the needa 
of hygiene and sanitation that a 
group of Zionists is organizing a 


corporation in Palestine to train 


plumbers to fit up houses with 
modern improvements. now de- 
manded.” 

Through the Influence of Mrs. 
Greenfield, David S. Boni, a Cairo 
engineer, in charge of the Zionist 
drainage work in Palestine, has 
given to the Zionist commission two 


knitting mills, manufacturing stock- 


ings, and a carpet factory, employ- 
ing approximately 100 women, In 
Jerusalem. “These factories .have 
more businéss than they can handle 
already and are but the beginning 
of a very large textile industry,” 
deciared Mrs. Greenfield.

When the .cage/ 
came back for a new trial and a 
judgment was rendered in conform- 
ity to the court of appeals’ decision 
given under instructions from the 
supreme court. 

The court of appeals, on a second 
hearing, held that its construction 
of the law~had been fully met by the 
trial judge and that the matter was 
res adjudicata.

New York, ‘March 1.—An 
timate pen;picture of the former 
emperor of Germany, drawn by 
Colonel Roosevelt in a letter to Sir 
George . Otto Trevelyan in 1911, 
which shows him in the light of 
an “adorer”’” of England, appears 
in the March number of Scribner's 
Magazine, out tomorrow. 

It is the concluding portion of 
Roosevelt’s personal 25,000 word 
account of his travels in Egypt 
and Europe following his return 
from his memorable African hunt- 
ing trip. ; 

The former president wrote that 
William agreed with him, during 


*the course of a long interview at 


Potsdam, that war between Eng- 
land’ and Germany would be “an 
unspeakable calamity.” The colo- 
nel said that Prince Henry of Prus- 


sia, of whom the then Kaiser was 
“rather jealou®,” was “ a more real- 
ly powerful and cold-blooded man” 
than the emperor, and that of the 
two, he was the more hostile to 

England. 

Visit to Berlin. 

Referring to his visit to Berlin, 
following ‘‘delightful’” receptions in 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Nor-

My point of 
view at the time the fleet sailed was 
that if the Japanese attacked it, it 
was a certain sign that ‘they were 
intending to attack us at the first 
favorable opportunity. 

“T had been doing my best to be 
polite to the Japanese and had finai- 
lv become uncomfortably conscious 
of a very, very slight undertone of 
veiled truculence in their communi- 
cations in connection with things 
that happened on the bags + slope, 
and I finally made up my mind that 
they thought I was afraid of them. 

Stopped Like Magic. 

“Every particle of trouble with the 
Japanese government and the Japa- 
nese press stopped like magic as 
soon as they found that our fleet 
had actually sailed and was obvi- 
in good trim.

BANKFEAD PASSES 


T0 GREAT BEYOND 


Senior U.S.Senator From 
Alabama Dies in Wash- 
ington After. Illness 
From La Grippe. 


Only Nine Men Held 
Bankhead Senatorship 
During Hundred Years 


Birmingham, Ala., March 1.— 
The senatorship made vacant to- 
day by the death of Senator J. 
H. Bankhead has been by only 
nine men during the 100 years of 
Alabama’s statehood and of the 
nine senators three of them 
served a total of 68 years. 

William R. King served from 
1819 to 1844, 25 years; John T. 
Morgan from 1877 to 1907, 30 
years and Bankhead from 1907 
to 1920, 13 years. The other six 
senators during the century 
were: Benjamin Fitzpatrick 1844- 
48; Jeremiah lemens 1844-53, C. 
C: Clay 1853-61; Lewis E. Par- 
sons 1865-(not admitted) Willard 
Warner 1866-72; G@oxnge Goldth- 
waite 1872-77. 


Washington, March 1.—John H. 
Bankhead, of Alabama, the oldest 
member of the United States senate 
and the last veteran of the confed- 
erate armies to serve in It, died to- 


;day at his home in Washington of 


myocarditis. 

His colleague, Senator Underwood, 
announced the fact to the senate, 
eulogizing him as the “foremost fig- 
ure in Alabama for the last quarter 
of a century. The senate adjourned 
immediately as a mark of respect.

Senator Bankhead was first ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy left by 
the death of Senator John T. Mor- 
gan, and was re-elected in 1911, 
and 1918. His term would have 
ended March 3. 1925. 

Born at Moscow, now Sulligant, 
Ala.. in 1842. Mr. Bankhead had 
served in the Alabam& general as- 
sembly during the sessions of 1865- 
68. Prior to that he served four 
years in the confederate army as 
a captain of the Sixfleenth Alabama 
volunteers and during the war was 
wounded three times. He again 
served in the state legislature as 
a member of the senate, 1876-77. 
and as a member of the house of 
representatives, 1880-81. From 
1881 to 1885 
Alabama state penitentiary. 

Senator Bankhead’s career in con- 
rress began in December, 1887, when 
he was sworn in as a representa- 
tive in the fiftieth -congress. He 
served as a member of the national! 
house of representatives continuous- 
ly for ten terms. In 19907 he was 
appointed a member of the inland 
Wwaterwavs commission. 

Senator Bankhead married Miss 
Tallulah Brockman, of Greenville,

As soon as advised that the 
senior senator from Alabama had 
passed away, Governor Thomas 
Kilby wired messages of sympathy 
to the widow and members cf the 
family, ordered the state flag at 
half mast until after the funéral ana 
issued his proclamation to the peo- 
ple calling attention to the death. 

In his proclamation the governor 
pays a striking tribute to the de- 
ceased statesman, with his traits of 
character, which are summed up as 
“fidelity to his friends, simplicitv of 
personal tonduct, lovalty to public 
duty and a broad and iatelligent 
Americanism.”

NEW POLITICAL PROBLEM.

Washington, March 1.—The death 
of Senator Bankhead opens a new 
political problem in Alabama. 

At this time there is a warm con- 
test in that state for the seat of 
Senator Underwood, whose term ex- 
pires next March. Senator Under- 
wood is a candidate for re-election 
and opposing him. are Judge Samuel 
D. Weakley, of Birmingham, : and 
Colonel L. Breckinridge Musgrove, 
of Jasper. -It is known that Gov- 
ernor Kilby has senatorial aspira- 
tions, but under the Alabama law a 
governor cannot offer for nor ac- 
cept any other state or federal po- 
sition during the term for which he 
was elected. That eliminates Govy- 
ernor Kilby from offering in the pri- 
mary. 

Under the election laws of Ala- 
bama if a vacancy occurs for United 
States senate prior to the primary 
date and in an election year the 
vacancy must be filled by the ex- 
ecutive only for the interim until 
the succeeding general election and 
the candidate must be nominated in 
the forthcoming primary. Alabama’s 
primary will be held on May 11. This 
was called to nominate a successor 
to Underwood only. Therefore, the 
state committee will have to meet 
at once and revise the call to nomi- 
nate also a successor for the unex- 
pired term of Senator Bankhead, de- 
ceased, to be elected at the regular 
elections in November. In the mean- 
time Governor Kilby will appoint a 
successor to serve only until the 
regular election.

BUSINESS MEN UNITE 
TO FIGHT RADICALISM 


St. Louis, March 1.—The Commer- 
cial Federation of America was or- 
ganized here at a conference of rep- 
resentative business men of the 
middle western states with the 
avowed purpose of fighting radical- 
ism, 

Harry M. Haldeman, of Los An- 
geles, was chosen permanent chair- 
man of the conference.

LOWER RATES URGED 
BY RAIL PRESIDENT 


New York. March 1.—A plea for 
lower passenger rates and a read- 
justment of freight rates in such a 
manner as to provide “equitable 
distribution” of revenue from com- 
modity tariffs was made today by 
Federick D. Underwood, president 
fo the Erie railroad, in a state- 
ment concerning the resumption of 
private control of railroads. He 
predicted: one of the first benefits 
to be’noticed by the public will be 
more efficient service. 

“I am opposed to class freight 
rate,” Mr. Underwood said, “and 
to higher passenger fares. In fact, 
I think passenger fares should be 
reduced to 2 cents a mile through- 
out the ‘country, except’ on certajn 
lines serving a limited territofy 
and upon which there are peculiar 
conditions. The railroads and the 
public in time will come to under- 
stand that these great enterprises 
can best prosper and the public 
best served and protected by com- 
modity freight rates. 

“The passenger fare 
tax on the people. Commodity 
freight rates to the _ individual 
means almost nothing. For instance, 
a man doesn’t worry particularly 
if he has paid six cents freight on 
his overcoat, but if he is compelled 
to pay five or six dollars more than 
he formerly did for a trip back to 
his old home, he thinks he is being 
robbed. Commodity freight rates 
impose the least tax on the things 
in greatest use and the higher tax 
on commodities of comparatively 
limited use.”

STRIKE 1S ENDED 
ON FRENCH ROADS 


Rail Directors and Strik- 
ers Reach an Under- 
standing and the Union 


| Orders Resumption of 


Work. 


Paris, March 1.—The strike on 
the French railroads ended tonight. 

An understanding was reached be- 
tween the directors of the railways 
and the railroad men, and the na- 
tional federation immediately or- 
dered the resumption of work. 

Delegates of the railroad tedera- 
tion met the directors of the rail- 
ways on the jnitiative of the fed- 
eration and an agreement was 
reached without trouble on most 
points of the federation’: program, 
which really was not in dipute. 
Difficulty arose, however. over the 
question of penalties to be imposed 
on the strikers. Finally both parties 
decided to appeal to Premier Mille- 
rand. 

The premier’s proposal, namely, mo 
pay for the days of the strike; no 
punishment for refusing the furmal 
request fo resume work, and a re- 
view by each director in a spirit of 
justice of all other punishments, 
proved to be acceptable to all con- 
cerned. 

The exectutive committee of the 
general federation of labor issued a 
statement tonight to the effect that 
the federation of railroad men had 


Padvised the committee that it had 


satisfaction for all its 
claims. The committtee which had 


already taken steps to co-operate 
with railroads, the statement added 
took note of the situation thus 
arising.

Orders fur a general strike of the 
railroad men of France were issued 
last Saturday by the natinonal fed- 
eration of railroad men. The walk- 
out was called in sympathy with 
the strike of the men of the Paris, 
Lyons and Mediterranean railroad 


company because of the discharge 
of one of its workmen for having 
absented himself form duty to at- 
tend a union meeting. 

Almost immediately after the de- 
claration of the Seneral strike the 
rovernment combated the move- 
ment by ordering a mobilization for 
military duty of all railroad men, 
which seemed to damp the ardor of 
the empolyees to leave their posts. 

At no time has there been a com- 
plete paralysis of the railroad ilnes 
of the country, although consider- 
able interruption of traffic occurr- 
ed on the Paris, Lyons and Mediter- 
ranean and several other lines. 
There have ben no untoward inci- 
dents sinee the strike began. Some 
of the strike leaders were placed 
under arrest and persons of Known 
synidalist leanings were taken into 
custody.

English Novelist Predicts 


War’s Influence on Letters 


Hugh Walpole, English novelist, terness; criticism has lost its sting, 


and one of the most prominent of 
the group of British men of let- 


ters, now lecturing in America, 
addressed ‘an audience yesterday 
afternoon that filled Engleston hall, 
the members of the drama league 
forming the nucleus of the gather- 
ing, which included with several 
hundred women, a number of men, 
although the hour was 3 o'clock. 

His subject was “Creating a 
Novel.” and while he stated that 
it was impossible to lay down cer- 
tainly in an hour, a definite tech- 
nique, since the method and the 
manner of each novelist is differ- 
ent, his accounts were entertain- 
ing and delightfully humorous of 
the usual history of the writting of 
a novel, and the evolution of the 
novelist. 

Explaining the 
that makes some men write, he 
quoted Arnold Bennet, who when he 
was asked the reason why men 
write novels, simply said, “the 
moment you're born, you're done 
for.” Besides the natural gift for 
it, Mr. Walpole gave as a reason, 
the desire for an audience, and 
finally, the love of writing. 

Four types of novels he describ- 
ed: the novel of idea, which deals 
with theories, and tends as a rule 
to preach a sermon in disguise, the 
novel of the stylist, who sacrifices 
the strong qualities of the novel 
to his beautiful or striking picturi- 
zation; the novel of incident, of 
romance, of adventure; and the 
novel of character, the psychologi- 
cal study. in which last class the 
speaker admitted his books be- 
longed. 

Of\the two most striking state- 
ments in his lecture, one was his 
belief in the positive effects of the 
war on the writing of books.

others.

Thete are stories connected with 
the lives of these men that are 
worth telling, for nearly all of them 
made fortunes in their day and near- 
ly all of them died rich. 

Barney Schreiber for two or three 
decades was/the best-kpown book- 
maker and turfman in America. 

Besides being Known from Sheeps- 
head to Tanforan as a bookmaker 
who would take anything on a race, 
Barnev was famous as a breeder of 
race horses, many flyers coming 
from his stud in St, Louis county, the 
get ‘of great stallions like Sain and 
Bannockburn. 

In his day Barney was a million- 
aire several times over, but he was 
a poor man when he died, the bad 
years of the turf a decade ago hav- 
ing carried with it his great racing 
tarm and all his horses. 

The turfman, who passed away in 
1919 and who left more wealth be- 
hind than any of the others, was 
Louis A. Cella, the head man in what 
for several years was known on the 
turf as the C. Ai T:

ILLITERACY WANING. 


+ According to a summarization of 
désults of the worx that has been 
accomplished by. the state illiteracy 
commission, made public by M. L. 
Brittain, state School superintend- 


emt, in an article that appeared in a 
recent issue of The Christian Index, 
such progress has been made as to 


justify the prediction that, if prop- 
erly supported by the public and 
the state lawmakers, this move- 
ment will succeed in having prac- 
tically banished illiteracy * from 


- G@orgia within the next five years. 


Professor Brittain says in his 
article that “the results have been 
on the whole most gratifying, re- 
gardless of the fact that the com- 
mission was unable to get fairly 


‘started on its work until last Oc- 


tober, and particularly in view of 
the handicaps—chiefly a lack of 
operating revenue—under which it 
has had to struggle. 

Up to February. 4.a total of 1,575 
classes of adult@fliterates "had been 
organized, with an aggregate en- 
rollment of 17,735—-more than sev- 
enteen thousand adult men and 
Georgia who could 
neither read nor.write! And of that 
number a total of 6,882 had “gradu- 


ated;” that is to say, had been 


taught how to read and write, and 
how to intelligently employ numer- 
als in simple problems involving 
addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division. 

As was to have been expected, 
Professor Brittain says— 


“Our efforts have been occasion- 
ally dishearteniné. Frequently we 
have ‘set up the work,’ secured the 
promise of leaders to push it, only to 
find after a few weeks that it had 
fallen down and must be done over 
again. On.the whole, however, it has 
been gratifying, and the testimony 
of the supervisors: and workers is 
that it helps education in every way. 
While we were rather late about 
starting, we have secured quicker 
and more thorough results than al- 
most any other state. The offer of 
Hon. Clark Howell and other editors 
to send their papers to any illiterate 
who learned to read has given inter- 
est to the work in many places. Sev- 
eral good men and women have en- 
abled us to continue the work longer 
through financial aid. It has been 
touching to hear of the gratitude 
shown. A letter from a poor wom 1 
received within the hour in which 


this is written speaks of the blessing 


it has been to her, with the hope 
that the good people of the state will 


.continue until every man and wom- 


an can at least read the Bible and 
the newspaper.” 

Since the state thus far has not 
seen fit to finance this splendid 
work in keeping with its worth, the 
progress that has been made will 


undoubtedly meet with due appre- 


ciation of a substantial nature at 
the hands of the legislature next 
summer. 

And in the meantime, the short- 


age of funds with whic’ those di- 


reeting this movement are hamper- 
ed suggests an unusual opportunity 
for Georgians of means to help.

A WAY TO GET ACTION. 


Secretary of State McLendon has 
reported that there are 50,000 own- 
ers of motor vehicles in Georgia 
who have not complied with the 
state law requiring them to procure 
their annual license tags not later 
than the last day of February. 

'In other words, March 1 found 
50,000 Georgia citizens who, by rea- 
son of their tardiness in complying 
with a law, are subject to arrest and 


punishment, notwithstanding the 
fact that they have had two months’ 
notice that the time in which to 
comply with it would expire on Feb- 
ruary 29. 

Because of the impracticability of 
making 50,000 arrests, the secretary 
of state may have to arrange for an 
extension of the time in which au- 
tomobile owners may procure their 
1920 licenses. 

That may be the thing to do as an 
expedient for-the time being; but 
there is a simple and an effective 
remedy for this situation if the leg- 
islature will apply it. 

A law providing that all owners 
of motor vehicles who do not pro- 


cure their licenses between Janu-|- 


ary 1 and March 1 each year must 
pay an increased amount over the 
cost if purchased within the pre- 
scribed time, would bring quick 
results. 

When a taxpayer fails to pay his 
taxes within the time limit fixed by 
law he knows that he will be penal- 
ized by being required to pay more 
than the amount of his taxes. 

If the same principle is applied to 
the payment of automobile license 
fees, there~would be a. scampering 


of license buyers to get their tags | 


in time to avoid the penalization 
that would be forthcoming: in the 
event of their failure to promptly 
meet the requirements of the law.

Well-Known Lawyer 
Suggests Compulsory 
Rent Arbitration 


Editor Constitution: The primary 
Object of what is called political 
economy, as I understand it, is the 
total wealth of the nation. ‘The 


question of just and equitable dis- 
tribution is incidentally involved in 
order to produce a maximum 
amount of wealth. 


One law suggested for Georgia 
is a law to prevent unfair meth- 
ods of competition. This would 
little concerns a chance 
and prevent them from being un- 
fairly crowded out by the big’ con- 


cerns. It appears probable to me 
that with the enactment of: such 
a law scores of small enterprises 
would probably come to Georgia 
for the purpose of securing the 
benefits of such a law and having 
an opportunity to thrive and de- 
velop. ' 


Perhaps a compulsory arbitration 
law to prevent lockouts and strikes 
would be of benefit. With such a 
law on the statute books of. our 


state, laborers would be glad to 
come to our state, in order to se- 
cure the benefit of the law pre- 
venting unfair treatment, and it 
also appears probable that many 
manufacturing and other enter- 
prises would come here also so as 
to secure the benefit of just treat- 
ment from labor. 


As maximum, production is de- 
sired, it also appears to me tnat 
a compulsory rent arbitration law 
would be wise. A-person holding 


real estate--—houses and lands—has 
no right to arbitrarily deprive the 
state of the roduction of sfich 
real estate. If he cannot secure 
the returns he thinks he is entitled 
to receive from it, and someone 
else desired the use of it, some 
provision of law should be made 
to compel the owner to rent at a 
just and equitable rate, with pro- 
tection from loss from thea tenant. 
Ihave been informed that there are 
vacant houses here in Atlanta at 
this time, even- when houses are 
so much in demand; and I am sure 
that there is a great deal of vacant, 
fa@le land in the state. For the 
maximum production this is not 
wise. If a person desires to rent 
certain houses or lands, and cannot 
agree with the owner as to the 
amount of rent, and the owner 
cannot get the rent he thinks he 
is entitled to, and arbitrarily with- 
holds” his property and keeps it 
idle, a method of compulsory ar- 


‘bitration should be provided, bind- 
‘ing on both parties, 


provision be- 
ing made for the giving of a hond 
by the prospective renter in order 
to compel his obedience to the 
award of the arbitrators and pre- 
vent loss to the owner. Such a 
law would seldom, ff ever, be called 
into use, the knowledge of its ex- 
istence being sufficient. 


As civilization becomes (more 
complex and-more laws are neces- 


sary for the government of people, 
I believe a law for the compulsory 
arbitration of rent would largely 
prevent idle property and idle peo- 
ple and would benefit the state.

The Niger company is not so pow- 
erful as the National African com- 
pany, of which it is a successor. 
Nearly forty years ago the National 
African company took over the busi- 
ness of the United African com- 
pany and other companies and gov- 
erned the territories of the River 
Niger basin. 

It practically was absolute in its 
control of the whole region. Later 
its powers were abridged. After 
1899 it confined itself to trading 
and today it concerns itself in com- 
mercial, transport, mining and de- 


velopment enterprises. It has been 
a huge success financially. At one 


time it distributed 145 per cent di- 
vidends in one year. 

Lever Brothers, Ltd., are buying 
the company, no doubt, to insure a 


full supply of copra for their great 
soap works at Port Sunlight.

URGES FRANKLIN LANE 


Wasington, March one call for 


a national conference on‘\community 


organizations to be eld. here 


fo Secretary Lane, who retired to- 
gay, as head of the Interior Depart- 
ment. 
Promotino of the democratic or- 
ganization of commities, which Mr, 
Lane said his long public service 
had convinced him was one of the 
things most vitally necessary to the 
“nation’s life, will be. the object of 
the gathering. The program will in- 
clude plans to make flag day June 
14, also neighbor’s day, with com- 
munity activities in every city and 
county, and “hello neighbor” the 


slogan of the block parties, “signs” 
and other festivities. Eighteen gov- 
rneors have endorsed the plan and 
promised to serve on the national 
neighbor’s day committee. 

“It is obvious to many of us, 
Secretary Lane said, “that the time 
has come for the launching of 4a 
program of community organiza- 
tion. Essentially, the object of such 
a program is to organize the resi- 
dents of each community so they 
can express themselves and act as 
a unit, in order to take part gn a 
democratic national life. The chief 
instruments of ‘the neighborhood 
organization would be democratic- 
ally elected councils, which would 
devélope and carry out a special 
program. 
“Community life, as it existed in 
the early days of democracy, is now 
practically dead. Even our sports 
are no longer community affairs. 
If a professional baseball team 1s 
good, it is because its manager is 
skillfull, not because the people of 
the community it@ represents can 
play a good game of ball. 

“This is not because we are less 
social than of old, but because we 
have so few cPannels through which 
we can bring our neighborly in- 
stincts into play. At a time when we 
need more than ever the spirit of 
friendship we find our attempts to 
express it thwarted. 

“The assimilation of the foreign- 
born in one of the most important 
services that community organiza- 
tion can perform. I believe democra- 
tic community organization is the 
best antidote to all kinds of class 
and factional bitterness. Our people 
must learn how ta come together on 
the vantage ground of their many 
common interests—as citizens 

as human. beings, and on this 
ground consider their common 
problems, rather. than meeting in 
head-on conflict as separate groups. 
“Community organization is the 
one constructive attempt to estab- 
lish such a common meeting 


ground.”
